sponges are trimmed nnd dressed for 
exportation. Nearly every darky in Nas- 
sau understands how to do this trim- 
mini: part. The symmetry of tho sponge 
mast bo preserved cs mnoh as possible, 
and if there are any places where coral 
sand has adhered to tbe sponge, those 
places must bo cut out, for no amount of 
skill or care will get rid ot sand in a 
sponge, and the sand is suro to scratch 
anythmcr it touches.
